Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19&9. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1969* 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population  was  2,490* 
The  estimated  figure  gives  an  increase  of  40  over  1968  and  is  the  first  estimated 
increase  since  19^2.  Twenty-seven  births  and  twenty-nine  deaths  were  registered 
for  the  urban  district  during  the  year.  Twenty- six  of  the  twenty-nine  deaths 

occured  in  persons  over  55  years.  No  deaths  occured  under  35  years  of  age. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  maintained  to  all  parts  of  the 
urban  district  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 
and  of  the  Health  Office  without  whose  help  this  report  would  not  have  been 
produced,  and  also  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council 
for  their  patience  and  continued  support.

The  crude  rate  was  10.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  compared  with 
a  rate  of  19.8  in  1968;  11.4  in  1967;  11.02  in  1966  and  1 3 . 06  in  1965*  The 
corrected  birth  rate  (using  a  comparability  factor  of  1.14)  was  12.3  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  a  rate  of  1 6 . 3  for  England  and  Wales,  and  1 6 . 3 
for  the  Administrative  County  of  Norfolk.

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  4  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system, 
including  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  are  combined,  a  figure  of  11 
deaths  is  reached.  Thus  38.2^  of  all  deaths  was  from  these  causes.

Slum  Clearance 


Discussions  on  the  future  of  the  Freeman  Street/Theatre  Road  Area  have  con¬ 
tinued.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possibility  of  declaring  an 
Improvement  Area  to  achieve  the  compulsory  rehabilitation  of  some  of  the  property, 
laying  out  of  reasonable  road  structures  and  generally  improving  all  the  amenities 
of  the  area. 

Deterioration  of  the  property  continues  until  formal  decisions  are  taken. 
Housing Act,  1969 . 

The  manner  of  introduction  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  force  within  one 
month  of  receiving  the  Royal  assent  on  25th  July,  1 969 >  was  bound  to  cause 
extreme  difficulties  to  Local  Government  Administrators.  The  Act  became 
effective  on  the  25th  August,  1 96 9 9  by  which  date  no  guidance  had  been  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  on  the  administration  of  the  Act 
and  the  Forms  appropriate  to  the  administration  were  unobtainable  from  Local 
Government  stationers,  and  to  aggravate  the  situation  the  Act  received  a  consid¬ 
erable  amount  of  political  and  ministerial  publicity. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  Association  held  a  number  of  meeting  in  order 
to  clarify  the  implications  of  the  Act  and  to  try  to  achieve  some  reasonable 
equality  of  administration  of  the  Act  within  the  County.  Since,  however,  the 
Act  provides  essentially  for  discretion  by  the  Local  Authority,  complete  parity  of 
administration  is  undesirable  and  each  application  must  be  considered  on  its  merits 
including  the  coat  cf  servicing  the  premises  subsequent  to  improvement.

The  source  in  the  Stiffkey  Valley  was  proved  to  a  capacity  exceeding  half 
a  million  gallons  per  day,  but  no  work  in  the  development  of  this  source  has  yet 
been  started. 

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  the  Sewage  works  has  operated  as  previously  with  temporary 
surcharging  by  the  discharging  of  sewage  from  the  Beach  Undertaking,  and  sewage 
sludge  is  still  deposited  at  Warham  Road  Tip.  No  steps  have  yet  been  taken 
to  provide  mechanical  sludge  drying  equipment  but  proposals  for  main  drainage 
of  the  Council’s  Beach  Undertaking  have  been  completed  and  the  Contract  to 
provide  an  additional  pumping  station  and  the  necessary  drainage  works  at  the 
Beach  commenced  in  November,  1969* 

On  completion  of  the  above  mentioned  Contract,  the  carrying  of  sewage  along 
the  Beach  Road  to  the  Sewage  Works  by  the  tanker  will  be  discontinued  and 
sewage  will  be  pumped  directly  to  the  Sewage  V/orks.  When  bathing  and  launder¬ 
ing  facilities  are  installed  at  the  Beach,  the  increased  flow  will  cause  some 
difficulties  at  the  Sewage  V/orks  but  the  extent  of  this  increase  in  flow  is 
difficult  to  determine. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 


The  new  Pakamatic  refuse  vehicle  was  received  for  service  on  the  1st  January, 
1969,  and  as  anticipated,  it  has  been  possible  to  discontinue  skip  collection 
at  the  back  doors,  and  dustbins  are  now  brought  to  the  vehicle.  This  is  a 
considerable  improvement  in  the  method  of  refuse  collection  without  an  abnormally 
high  increase  in  cost. 

Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  a  serious  problem,  the  tip  is  still  uncontrolle 
inadequately  fenced  and  continuously  burning.  The  offensive  smells  from  the 
burning  refuse  are  carried  on  seme  winds  to  the  dwellings  in  Warham  Road  and 
Church  Street.
